Cement Plant Threatens 
Suit Against Board 


Plan New Subdivision - lf OK'd 
800 More Homes for Arlington 


Another big subdivision is in the 
planning stage for A r l i n g t o n 
Heights. It involves approximately 
246 acres of land, located north of 
Thomas, east of Wilke and south of 
Palatine road. 
Trendle and Lowe, developers, 
informed the village board Tues­ 
day night that the land was not in 
the village, but it was planned to 
annex the entire tract if possible. 
However, until such time as details 
regarding the development of the 
property are worked out, Trendle 
and Lowe sought to have 15 acres 
annexed at this tim e so they could 
begin im m ediate construction of 
50 of the proposed 800 homes plan­ 
ned for the area. 
This tract is lo­ 
cated north of Thomas and a quar­ 
ter m ile east of Wilke rd.

FIRST READING of the annexa­ 
tion ordinance for the 15 acres 
was held and has been filed with 
the clerk. 
Before the second read­ 
ing is held a special com mittee of 
the board, Trustees Richard Bron- 
well, Robert Bishop 
and 
Jam es 
Millay, and the village engineer 
will m eet with Trendle and Lowe 
and their engineer to discuss 
the 
feasibility of such an annexation 
and what effect it would have on 
sewer and water services in Ar­ 
lington Heights. 
First reading of the tax levy or­ 
dinance was also held and it 
has 
been filed with the clerk. 
Action 
will be taken at the next regular 
board meeting. 
Two ordinances had second read­ 


ings and w'ere passed at the m eet­ 
ing. 
One permits the licensing of 
wholesale food trucks making de­ 
liveries in Arlington Heights. They 
will pay a fee of $20 a year. 
The other dealt with public im­ 
provements and provides that the 
village will now require develop­ 
ers to furnish a completion bond 
for all public improvements, nam e­ 
ly—sewer, water, street, curb and 
gutter, and sidewalk—in one-and-a- 
half times the amount of the en­ 
gineer’s estim ate. 
The ordinance 
also requires all 
developers 
to 
place a cash escrow' of 15 per cent 
of the engineer's estim ate, with 
the village, to be used as a pro­ 
tection in event of faulty construc­ 
tion.

Estim ates vary as

half-cent sales tax. Based on the 
retail sales tax collected in 1954 
by the state revenue department, 
in some villages it will equal the 
amount now being received 
for 
general corporate purposes by the 
municipalities from taxpayers.

Angry Property Owners 


Also Ready to Sue 


A “hot potato” was tossed back and forth among: Ar- 
lington Heights village board members and the village presi­ 
dent Tuesday night, with no one seeming to want to hang on 
to it for any length of time. 
The “potato” was the Consumer’s company c e m e n t 
batching plant, at 301 W. Northwest hwy., that had its busi­ 
ness license revoked a s o f 
a s 
August I. 
At its meeting 
August 9 the board ordered 
the police to s t a r t making 
arrests if the company con­ 
tinued operation despite t h e 
revocation of its license. 
Arrests 
were to be made beginning August 
l l . 
This action was suspended by 
President Albert W. Goedke 
the 
morning of August l l as a result of 
a letter received from the law of­ 
fices of Cummings and Wyman, I 
N. LaSalle st., Chicago, represent­ 
ing Consumer’s company. The let­ 
ter advised the board that the firm 
would “endeavor to hold personally 
liable any official or em ployee of 
the village of Arlington Heights 
who caused unwarranted interfer­ 
ence with the plant’s operation.” 
* 
* 
* 
THE LETTER questioned the au­ 
thority of the village to license a 
ready-mix or batching plant, and 
if they had no authority to license 
“there can be no claim ed viola­ 
tion of the ordinance.” 
It further 
read, “The ‘regulation’ does not 
deal in any manner with the oper­ 
ation of the plant, but only with 
the manner of its construction. You 
granted a permit for the construc­ 
tion of the plant, and the plant wras 
designed as 
the 
ordinance 
re­ 
quires.” 
In its reasons for revoking the 
business licenses the village board 
had deemed the plant a nuisance 
and the letter said in that regard: 
“ You have bean informed 
in 
writing, and orally, on various oc­ 
casions of the steps taken to m eet 
complaints by residents of the vil­ 
lage. 
These steps are securing 
the desired effect even though we 
have proceeded, in m y judgement, 
considerably beyond w'hat is nec­ 
essary as a matter of law ;—there 
is neither public nor private nuis­ 
ance existing. 


“ THE ACTION of 
the 


board purported to place an e ffe o 
tive date in the future for revoca- 
tion of license if unnamed condi­ 
tions in the notice to us had not 
been corrected. We have taken th# 
further steps, and no effort bas 
been made by the village to ascer­ 
tain the accuracy of our statem ent 
that they are effective. It is clear 
that the village’s intention was to 
cause the operation to cease, and 
that the m eeting of complaints, 
justified or otherwise, was actually 
not desired. 
•

Youngsters Begins 


Fifth Season Here 


The Lake Zurich Farm for Chil­ 
dren, now in its fifth season, is 
dedicated to breaking dowTi the 
barriers 
o f 
ostracism, isolation 
and rejection which society has 
traditionally imposed upon mental­ 
ly handicapped children. 
Its director, Mrs. Lotte Stein- 
feld, said that the public is rapidly 
becoming more understanding for 
these retarded children and “ their 
right to a happy life.” 
* * * 
THE FARM’S program is similar 
to that in 
any summer 
camp. 
There are daily swimming periods 
at a private beach in Lake Zurich, 
a variety of indoor and outdoor 
games and sports, musical activi 
ties, and the added features of 
farm life, such as caring for ani­ 
mals, working in the vegetable 
garden, and horseback riding. 
The boys and girls come from 
special classes in public schools, 
p r i v a t e and parent-sponsored 
schools, and then some w’ho have 
never been to school. 
Camp staff consists of 6 counse­ 
lors, a cook, and caretaker. 
* * * 
WHEN THE 
summer 
camp 
started its program 5 years ago, 
people at beaches and playgrounds 
would stare and draw away from 
the children, said Mrs. Steinfeld. 
Now they are interested in the 
problem and how it is handled and 
engage in conversations with the 
counselors. 
“ Parents- all over the country 
have banned together in recent 
years,” said the director, “ and 
have made the public aware that 
something must be done and can 
be done for these children, in the 
form of specialized schools, rec­ 
reational set-ups, 
and 
sheltered 
workshops.” 
Two years ago Mrs. Steinfeld 
started a year-round day school 
for children from the surrounding 
countryside. It will resume Sep­ 
tember 15 with 12 pupils enrolled. 
This staff consists of 2 full time 
teachers, 2 part-time teachers, a 
speech consultant, and volunteer 
workers.

Early each September 
a 
new 
generation of students makes its 
appearance in the schools for the 
first time. Most of these young­ 
sters who are 
approaching 
life 
outside the shelter of the home 
for the first time 
will 
develop 
powders of adjustment, both physi­ 
cally and emotionally, to the new 
environment. A certain 
number, 
however, find it difficult to meet 
supervision brought about by en­ 
trance into school life, according 
to the educational committee of the 
Illinois state medical society. 
The foresight of some parents 
has sent many of these children 
to their doctors for a physical 
examination before school opens. 
By it many defects have been dis­ 
covered and, it is to be hoped, 
remedied. 
* * * 
THE PARENT of the child en­ 
tering school for the first time 
should be understanding and sym­ 
pathetic with the child and help 
him meet the new problems that 
arise. The child, for instance, will 
pick up words or traits from other 
children which 
are 
undesirable, 
through usually meaningless; they 
must be eliminated by patient ef­ 
fort. 
Patience will also be necessary 


to answer 
the 
many 
questions 
brought on by the instruction at 
school; a child’s curiosity • is 
a 
natural development and should be 
satisfied. 
Care must be exercised in the 
handling of children who will show 
excitability on mingling with oth­ 
ers. 
* • • 
PARENTS SHOULD 
remember 
that careful training will help the 
child to adjust more easily to the 
new life of learning as apart from 
the protected atmosphere of the 
home. 
Proper sleep is especially im­ 
portant for the child starting to 
school. Some experts recommend 
one to two hours a day in bed 
each afternoon for children from 
the ages of six to thirteen, and 
these afternoon naps should be en­ 
couraged until they seem to delay 
the going to sleep in the evening. 
Children under 
seven 
or 
eight 
should sleep twelve hours daily. 
Sleep is an important factor in the 
development of the child.

* 
THE ENTRANCE into school is 
also a good time to lay stress on 
adhering to good 
health 
habits. 
G o o d posture, 
cleanliness 
and 
neatness and proper diet should be 


* encouraged as much as possible, 
because it is in these early years 
that habits and conditioning which 
bear on the child’s future are- ac­ 
quired forever. 
In homes 
w'here 
good 
health 
habits have been encouraged from 
early infancy, there is little need 
for this warning. - But the child 
coming from a home lax about 
good hygiene may be ridiculed and 
teased to a point where an emo­ 
tional complex develops that will 
persist for years.

OUGHEST HOLES OX TH E COURSE, in our opin­ 
ion, are 5 and 16. 
Five is a dog leg to the left 
around a large pond and over two hills, with side hill lies like­ 
ly unless the, tee shot'is well down the middle. 
The green is 
elevated with bunkers IOO yards out in front. 
Putting surface 
is smaller than average, and slopes to center and front. 
The 
hole is a par 5, 520 yards in length. 
The 16th is the toughest. 
It is a 560 par 5 with a dog leg 
to the left which bends at about 325 yards with bunkers spaced 
along the left for’players who try to make the short cut.

green is very wide and rolling and on a high hump difficult to 
approach except from the front.

Fall-caught fish, to us, always 
tastes just a little better than does 
the spring and 
sum m er 
catch 
when smoked and this pet theory 
m ust have some weight because 
m a n y anglers 
never 
consider

roll around. 
Smoking fish is not an arduous 
task, nor is building a smokehouse 
difficult. Even so, m any feel dis­ 
inclined to 
undertake 
the 
job, 
fearing possibly that they would 
not use it sufficiently to w arrant 
t h e effort. 
For them, smoking 
without a smokehouse is a solution. 
The resultant 
product, 
in 
our 
opinion, 
does 
not 
equal 
truly 
smoked fish but it is nevertheless 
very good. 
The secret 
is 
liquid 
smoke, 
which you can buy at your gro­ 
cery. Here is how it 
is 
done. 
Bring I gallon w ater to a boil, 
dissolve smoke, depending on the 
degree of smokiness desired. In 
another kettle place IO to 12 lbs. 
cleaned fish, cover with the smoke 
brine and slowiy bring to a boil. 
Im m ediately rem ove t h e kettle 
from the fire and let cool, drain 
fish thoroughly, 
w rap 
each 
in 
w’axed paper or cellophone a n d 
store in a cool place. Or you can 
seal it in cellophane and freeze.

“Seed control officials are aware 
of the unsuitability of much of the 
so-called lawn seed currently on 
the m arket and are contemplating 
the desirability of setting up of­ 
ficial formulas, by states, for lawn 
seed mixtures, to contain adequate 
amounts of seed of permanent 
grasses such as Kentucky Blue­ 
grass and Highland bentgrass,” he 
concluded.

by year end. In fact. U. S. con­ 
sumers will probably eat about 385 
pounds of meat per person in 1955 
— three pounds above last year’s 
record level. 
What's more eighty-nine

will now buy as much meat as 
Mrs. John Doe could purchase for 
a dollar last year. The sharpest 
price decline occurred

Oats Are Good 


Dairy Feed 


Oats make excellent feed 
for 
dairy cows when used in a grain 
mixture, says Carl F. Mees, farm 
adviser. 
In fact, high producers are less 
apt to go “off feed” when a bulky 
feed like oats or wheat bran is 
included in the grain mix. 
Oats are nearly equal to corn in 
feed value for good milk produc­ 
tion. They contain a little more 
protein than corn, but the corn 
has more energy value. 


IN ADDITION TO their nutri­ 
tive value, oats are highly palat­ 
able. They also add bulk when 
fed with such heavy grains as corn, 
barley or wheat. 
Feed dairy cows oats crimped or 
ground to a medium fineness. You 
can feed them whole to calves 
less than eight months of age. 
Since we have a good oat crop 
in this county this year we should 
give attention to adding oats to 
our rations if you are not already 
jdoing so. 


What The Acidity 
Test Can Reveal 
About Your Soil 


The only way to find out whether 
your soil 
needs 
limestone, 
and 
how much it needs to the acre, 
is to make a systematic test of 
each of your fields, says Carl F. 
Mees, farm adviser. 
Even different areas of a single 
field will often vary in their need 
for lime. Soil tests may show that 
one area doesn’t need limestone, 
but slightly acid land needs two 
tons to the acre, medium acid 
land needs three tons and strongly 
acid land needs four tons or more. 
Put on the correct amount of 
lime. If three or four tons are 
needed to correct acidity, 
two 
tons won’t do the job. But four 
tons should not be spread where 
two tons are required. 
In Cook County the pH is used. 
It measures alkalinity—the oppo­ 
site of acidity. A “neutral” soil 
—neither acid nor alkaline—has 
a pH value of 7. Readings above 
7 indicate alkalinity. As the read­ 
ings drop below 7, the soil be­ 
comes more acid. 
However, a pH of 6.2 to 6.7 is 
considered most favorable 
for 
most crops. Soils in this range 
grow good legumes. 


Farm People 


Are Asking 


by JULIUS BERMAN 
In my last article I stated a 
^elf-employed farmer for social 
security purposes is a person who 
operates a farm either as owner, 
lessee, or renter. 
The 
way in 
which you pay for the use of die 
land which you do not own does 
not matter. It may be money rent 
or any other kind of rent. A com­ 
mon non-cash rental arrangement 
is the share-renting arrangement 
u n d e r which the share-tarmer 
pays a share of the crop or live­ 
stock raised to the landowner for 
the use of the land. 
• For social security purposes, a 
share-farmer is considered a self­ 
employed f a r m e r . By “share- 
farmer” I mean a person who 
undertakes to produce a crop or 
livestock on another person’s land 
with the crop or its proceeds to 
be divided and with the amount 
going to each depending on the 
amount of the crop or the number 
of livestock produced. 
* * * 
TO BE SELF EMPLOYED, 
a 
share-farmer must have the re­ 
sponsibility for the production of a 
crop during . the growing season. 
Moreover, the share-farmer's ar­ 
rangement with the farm owner 
must be one whereby the share- 
farmer's earnings from operating 
the land are a percentage share 
of the total crop produced or live­ 
stock he raises. 
While a 
self-employed 
share- 
farmer is one who enters into an 
agreement" to produce a crop or 
livestock on l a n d belonging to 
someone else, it is not necessary 
in all cases that be do every part 
of the job. For example, a land­ 
owner may have planted or set 
out the fruit trees, 
bushes, 
or 
plants in former years and turned 
over their cultivation and care to 
•a share-farmer. In another situa­ 
tion, the landowner might under­ 
take to harvest or sell the crop 
produced 
by 
the 
share-farmer. 
Neither of 
these 
circumstances 
would prevent the 
share-farmer 
f r o m being considered self-em­ 
ployed. 
• • • 
THE PHRASE “to produce a 
crop or livestock” does not mean 
that a share-farmer must neces­ 
sarily assume responsibility for 
paying the expenses of raising or 
harvesting the crop. Seed, feed. 
fertilizer, tools, machinery, insec­ 
ticides, etc. may be shared or 
provided entirely by the farm own­ 
er. As long as the share-farmer 
has the responsibility of farming 
the land during the growing season 
on a percentage of the crop or 
proceeds arrangement 
he 
is 
a 
self-employed 
share-farmer 
f o r 
social security purposes and his 
net earnings from such work are 
building old-age and survivors in­ 
surance protection for him and his 
family. 
If the farm owner also partici­ 
pates in the crop production, and 
at the same time shares responsi­ 
bility for any losses as well .as 
profits, such * as arrangement is 
more likely to be a business part­ 
nership. Both parties, 
then, are 
self-employed farmers for social 
security" purposes. I shall discus 
such farm partnerships in my next 
article.

Farrall, has taken the lead in plan­ 
ning the show with the help of 
many other groups interested in 
home economics and agriculture. 
The setting will be profession­ 
ally designed. But scientists, tech­ 
nicians. extension specialists and 
educators will help in telling the 
story of engineering in agriculture. 
Taking on the atmosphere of a 
world’s fair, the large outdoor ex­ 
hibit area 
will 
have 
machines 
of the past to compare with the 
modern, some of which the pub­ 
lic will see for the first time. 
Foreign machines will also be dis­ 
played. 
Agricultural authorities predict 
that visitors will go away with 
dozens of new* ideas and a better 
understanding of the opportunities 
in our modern mechanized econ­ 
omy, 
which 
involves 
an 
in­ 
vestment of 160 billion dollars in 
the agriculture plant. This will be 
the most complete assembly of 
farm and home equipment ever 
made in this country. 


For the Home 


Frame Your Memo Slate 
JIJERE’S a clever way to make 
an attractive memo slate for 
your home: 
Take an old picture frame; the 
size isn’t important. Give it a 
good cleaning and sanding. Then 
prime and enamel it to suit the 
surroundings in which you plan 
to hang your memo slate. For 
best results, sand lightly between 
coats. 
Now you’ll need a piece of Ma­ 
sonite Tempered Presdwood to fit 
the old frame. Take it from your 
s: 
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stockpile or buy some at the lum 
ber yard. Also obtain some chalk 
board paint, either black or green 
Follow the manufacturer’s direc 
tions for preparing the Presd­ 
wood and applying the slate sur­ 
facing material. 
Finally you mount the chalk­ 
board in the frame. A piece of 
scrap aluminum bent into a U 
shape or a discarded venetian 
blind slat screwed to the bottom 
of the frame makes an excellent 
trough for a piece of chalk. 
You now are ready to hang the 
memo slate in a convenient place. 
Unframed chalkboards may be 
made in any useful size, too. They 
are excellent for gTade school 
youngsters.

As I wrote you a couple of weeks ago, I 
have a job driving a play class to and from their 
teacher’s house every day. 
I believe I also men­ 
tioned that on one of those days we take a field 
trip to some interesting and not too distant at­ 
traction (last week we made a tour of the local 
dairy). 
Today we went to Orphans of the 
Storm—Irene Castle Enzinger’s refuge for mis­ 
treated or unwanted animals. 
The children 
loved seeing the many well-cared for and friend­ 
ly dogs and cats, enjoying their comfortable 
country home in the woods just west of Deer­ 
field on Saunders Road. 
* I had never visited Orphans of the Storm 
before, and was quite impressed with the clean 
and well kept grounds,' cages and dog houses. 
The caretaker, a very' kind man and obviously a 
lover of animals, took us past the cages of cats, 
where in one we saw a beautiful Siamese cat 
and 
in 
another 
a 
^ 
lovely gray Maltese. 
Beyond 
these cages, 
he pointed out the 
contagious ward — a 
series of 
cages 
set 
apart and 
kept 
for 
the sick animals. 
From here we went over to 
the dog pens. 
I saw some of the prettiest dogs 
I’ve ever seen and some of every variety—cock­ 
ers, German shepherds, terriers, a great Dane, 
boxer, bull dog, blood hound and even an Af­ 
ghan hound. 
All these dogs and cats are for 
adoption, provided the proper home can be 
found. 
The staff is extremely careful to investi­ 
gate the home and be sure that the family will 
give the dog the same loving care and attention 
that he receives at the “Orphans.” 
★ 
★ 
★ 
ORPHANS OF THE STORM was founded 
27 years ago by Irene Castle Enzinger. 
Until 
last year, she worked untiringly at the refuge, 
however, now has gone into partial retirement, 
spending part of the year at her ranch in Ark­ 
ansas. 
“Orphans” is supported entirely by vol­ 
untary contribution and does the pound work 
for 25 north shore and northwest suburbs with­ 
out compensation. 
The officers, directors and 
members serve without any pay and the small 
staff, who carry on the operation of the shelter, 
receive salaries far below what they would in 
factories or other commercial activities and why 
do they do this? 
Simply be r ii: 


lieve that all animals should be treated humanely 
and want to live that belief. 
If animals do not 
have homes, then homes should be provided for 
them and if homes cannot be found for them, 
then they should be mercifully put to sleep. Fur­ 
thermore, they firmly believe that it is a criminal 
act to cruelly destroy your unwanted pet or to 
dump it out along the road or at a farm house. 
Mrs. Enzinger has fought valiantly against pro­ 
posals that come up periodically to do away with 
humane societies, laws and requirements con­ 
cerning rabies shots that make it such a nuisance 
to own a dog and the cruel practice of vivisec­ 
tion in medical laboratories. 
In the brochure are pictures of poor animals 
horribly mistreated by their own masters whom 
the “Orphans,” as a humane society, though 
sued, rescued. 
Mrs. Enzinger does not believe 
that we should he concerned with rabies shots, 
as the use of such serum “adds to the profit of 
commercial drug manufacturers, lobbyists and 
well paid professional persons.” 
In her 27 years 
experience with her shelter she has never given 
rabies serum to her dogs and ♦hough she and 
her staff have been bitten numerous times, they 
have done nothing more than treat the wound 
like any other. 
As for the case against vivisec­ 
tion I wholeheartedly agree with Mrs. Enzinger. 
It is inhuman. 
These words of Rev. James 
Harry Price, rector of the church of St. James 
the Less. Scarsdale, N. Y., clearly explain why 
as Christians we cannot tolerate such a practice: 
★ 
★ 
★ 
“THE CASE AGAINST vivisection rests up­ 
on the proposition that the practice is absolutely 
wrong; and bad in principle. 
That therefore all 
men, as rational beings, are morally obligated to 
oppose vivisection. 
It can never be made.right 
by maintaining that it produces ‘good* results. 
Whether it does lead to such results is highly 
questionable 
and 
certainly not demonstrable. 
But even if it produces ‘benefits to mankind,’ as 
the vivisectors claim, this no more justifies it 
than Fascism could be justified because Musso­ 
lini ran the trains on time. 
Pain is final and 
absolute to the endurer of it. 
If A avoids pain 
today, that neither lessens nor alters the pain 
that vesterdav agonized B. 
W e oppose vivisec­ 
tion because it deliberately inflicts pain for un­ 
predictable ends. 
“It therefore leads to needless and useless 
suffering. 
It is therefore cruel and brutalizing 
in its effects. And cruelty and brutality and con­ 
trary to the Natural Moral Law and the teach­ 
ing of Religion as revealed in both Old and New 
Testaments.”

Program of Arlington High 


More residents of the northwest area should take advantage of Ar­ 
lington Heights’ high school adult education program. 
That was the conclusion this wreek of an evening college adminis­ 
trator visiting the northwest suburbs to examine high 
school 
adult 
education programs. 
He found Arlington Heights to have one of the 
best. 
“ This romrminity’s high school staff is to be congratulated, ** said 
T. J. Waggoner Jr., assistant to Dean Frank Neuffer of the University 
of Cincinnati Evening College, which this fall expects a total enroll­ 
m ent in excess of 10.000 adults students. 
He w’as quick, however, to differentiate between an evening college 
and high school adult education program. 
‘"Hie high schools are doing a magnificent job,” said Waggoner, “in 
assisting adults finish high school educations or in broadening their cul­ 
tural and leisure time interests.” 
An evening college, he explained, Is prim arily concerned with 
providing adults with only spare tim e study an opportunity to earn 
a college degree. 
“This whole area of adult education is expanding,” said the admin­ 
istrator. “The rapid growth of evening school has been due in part to 
an expanding population, but also because the value of a college educa­ 
tion has become universally accepted.” 
He also cited new social and economic demands and the insistance 
of employers that employees be college educated for higher enrollments 
in the nation’s colleges. 
“ Adults now have more tim e for study and the development of 
leisure tim e interests,” continued Waggoner. 
“ Part-time study is be­ 
coming a popular pastim e. 
That’s why programs such as the Uni­ 
versity of Cincinnati and Arlington Heights high school offer are im ­ 
portant.” 
Waggoner added that he was also impressed with the high level of 
schooling in the northwest suburbs., 
More than 765 adults in Mount Prospect and more than 1500 in Ar­ 
lington Heights have had college training. While the median years of 
schooling in most areas is only 9 or IO years, it is over 12 in bolti towns. 
“This may be one reason wily there is interest in night study,” he 
said. 
The University of Cincinnati Evening college offers more than 300 
credit courses in com m erce, engineering, arts aud sciences, applied 
arts, and graduate divisions. There are also a number of short-term 
courses for non-credit. 
In addition to his administrative duties, Waggoner teaches English 
composition in the evening division.

has 
plenty of w ater available — truly 
an unlim ited supply — yet it is 
worthless to us when we are un­ 
able to mechanically pump this 
supply into the system faster than 
it is consumed. With the plan of 
being able to keep our w ater util­ 
ity ahead of the demand the en­ 
gineers prepared a w ater system 
report for the entire village. This 
report, and its m aster w ater plan, 
was accepted 
by 
the 
village 
board (this was way before the 
election) and the engineers were 
instructed to prepare .plans and 
specifications for the first stage. 
This included the interconnection 
of the wells (they now feed in­ 
dependently into the system) and 
the construction of feeder mains. 
This work was specifically re­ 
commended by the engineers for 
immediate construction for this 
stage represents the foundation 
upon wihch the overall system is 
based. W ithout it our house is 
built on sand and we can look 
forward to even lower pressures 
and more inadequate supply. 
O O * 
THE COST of this first stage 
is approxim ately $150,000 and it 
will take l l months to complete. 
If we are going to get any im­ 
provement to our system before 
next summer the work m ust be 
started without further delay. 
We have sufficient ear-m arked 
funds which, when coupled with 
the income over the period of 
construction, will be adequate to 
entirely pay for this improvement 
without having to resort t<? the 
issuance of bonds. It is my per­ 
sonal belief that improvements 
to the existing system should be 
paid out of income on a pay-as- 
you-go basis. The ability to pay- 
as-you-go is an enviable position 
for a m unicipality and reflects a 
healthy situation. Our w ater util­ 
ity is not static—nor can it ever 
be—it’s a living, growing thing 
that will never be completed. 
0

* 
OUR VILLAGE board proposes 
another change in policy which 
I have fought right 
down 
the 
line: the m anner of paying for 
public improvements in new dev­ 
elopments. The previous 
board 
had 
strict requirem ents which 
were rigidly enforced without ex­ 
ception. Each builder had to pay 
in advance for the entire cost of 
the public improvements in his 
development. It was the attitude 
of the previous board that Arling­ 
ton Heights was a mighty fine 
place and if builders wanted to 
build in this “mighty fine place” 
bad enough they’d find a way to 
comply with our 
requirements. 
We wanted the builders to “w ant” 
to build in Arlington. 
Our new board, however, 
is 
about to let the bars down for 
the builders. An ordinance setting 
forth the new, easy requirements 
has already had one reading and 
unless a miracle happens it will 
be adopted at our meeting Aug­ 
ust 16. Then we can all watch 
the “houses go by.”
